A Hack Ride Mentionei by Miss Pollard, 
During Which Promise of Marriage 
Was Made, Defendant Swears Never 
Occurred — The Interview at Maj. 
Moores Retold— Te Witness Looks 
Worn and Weary, But Talks Giibly. 


Had Taken the Precaution to Give 
Themselves Two Means of Exit in 
Case They Were Disturbed at Their 
Labors—A Lot of Valuable Papers 
Which May Lead to Legal Complica- 
tions Were Taken. 


THE FIENDS FLED AT HIS APPROACH, 
BUT HE RECOGNIZED TWO, 


They Were, He Says, “Billy” Hoffman 

and „ly“ James—The Police Now 
Looking tor Them-— The Young 
Woman's Condition When Found— 
She Is a Swiss Girl and Has Only 
Been in This Country a Short Time. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 2.—Col. Bre ckip 
ridge has reached the end of his story, the 
public confession of shame which bas 
consumed almost three days in its narra- 
tion. He has pictured himself to 
the jury as the dupe, the 
persecuted victim of a woman’s wiles, on 
erring man anxious to lead an honorable life, 
but deterred, by the pistol and persuasion, 
tears and threats of the woman who had 
tempted him to his fall, from leaving} her. 


Burglars who knew their business and the 
art of rifling a man’s safe without wrecking 
his premises put ina half hour to advantage 
around Pope’s Theater between midnight 
Sunday and 6 o’clock thismorning. When 
they left they had either $487 or $587 in cash 
and every paper of value or otherwise that 
had been left in the safe inthe manager’s 
office. Tue amount of money they secured 
could not be stated more accurately by Mr. 


Agnes Ulrich, a Swiss girl, who has only 
been in this country a few days, was last 
evening the victim ofa vile and brutal out- 
rage at the hands of six unknown men, who 


assaulted and robbed her in an alley on 
Eleventh street, between Pestalozzi and 
Lynch streets. After accomplishing their 
purpose the flemds escaped, leaving her un- 
conscious on the ground. : 

The assault occurred shortly after 11 
o’clock. The girl, though she arrived in this 
city only Wednesday, had secured 
a position as domestic in a pri- 
vate family. Last evening, she 
claims, her mistress sent her 
out upon an errand, but owing to her un- 
familiarity with the neighborhood she had 
got lost. She wandered around for. some 
time, trying to find her way, and inthis 
manner strayed far away from the residence 
of her employer. She is unable to speak a 
word of English, and says that she 
could find no one to direct her. she 
had been out about three hours, she 
says, when she reached Eleventh and 
Pestalozzi streets, and a few yards 
further on she crossed the mouth of the alley, 
out ot which six men sprang, and, seizing 
her,dragged her into the darkness beyond. A 
handkerchief clapped over her mouth muffied 
her screams and her frantic struggles were 
ot no avail against the combined strength of 
her captors. She was thrown tothe ground 
and alleges that while four of them 
held herthere a fifth criminally assaulted 
her while the sixth kept watch. What fur- 
ther purpose they had she doesnot know, 
for at that moment Thomas Timlin o 
2622 South Eleventh street, who was 
passing the mouth of the alley, heard the 
sounds of the struggle and started to invest!- 
gate. His approach evidently scared the 
men, for they released her and fied, taking 
witb’them her hat and a small black reticule 
in Whichche carried her addresses, letters 
and about $100 ih money. 

. TIMLIN RECOGNIZED TWO. 

When Timlin found her, Miss Ulrich was 
lying on the ground, speechiess and appar- 

_ently unconscious. Her disarranged cloth 
ing and the evident sigus of a struggle 
around showed only too plainly what had 
happened. He waited until she had partly 
revived and then assisted her to the Gates 
Street Station, where the matter was reported 
tothe police. An investigation was at once 
commenced, dut so far no _ arrests 
have been made. Timlin said that when the 
men ran away he saw and recognized two of 
them as Bin! Hoffman and‘ ‘Billy’’ James, 
and for these men the police are seurching. 
They are sald to be tough characters who 
have been introuble morethanonce. They 
were not to be found around any of thelr 
usual haunts last night or this morning. 

The victim of the outrage was in a deplora- 
ble condition when she reached the station. 
Her reticule, besides the money, contained 
the name and address of her employer, and 
she tallied to remember them. Her hat 
was gohe and her clothes were torn and 
solied. She was taken to the Soulard Street 
Station, where Capt. Huebler gave 
her quarters for the night and at 
once put his best men on the case. 
The Four Courts was notified, and orders to 
look out for the two suspects sent around to 
all the stations in the city. 

This morning the police found that Miss 
Ulrich had been employed in the tamily of 
Mrs. W. B. Tamm, 3319 Shenandoah street, 
for whom she had worked two days. Yesfer- 
day Mrs. Tamm discharged the girl for 
drunkenness, it is claimed, and she Is said to 
have left the house at 9 o’clocka.m. Where 
she went to after this until the time of the 
assault is not known. When she left she 
took with her her reticule, but left her grip, 
containing her clothes, saying she would call 
‘tor it this morning. 

Migs Ulrich’s story, as told to tne reporter 
this morning, differs in many respects from 
that told dy Mrs. Tamm. Capt. Huebler 
thinks she feels ashamed at being discharged 
for drunkenness and is lying in this regard, 
though, as to the assault, she is probably 
telling the truth. The Captain kinaly acted 
as interpreter.

It is supposed that they aid this to 
have a means of sureescape if surprised at 
their work on the safe. f 

HOW THEY DID IT. 

Returning to the first floor the burglars 
opened the office door with a skeleton key, 
or else sprung it from its fastening at the 
frame, ‘which was very substantial, The 
safe now stood before them, and the 
belief of the expert locksmith who saw the 
job this morning is that they 
made short work of it, They drilled 
a hole three-eighths of an inen dn 
the door an inen to the left of the lock, but 
the drill broke when they had penetrated the 
outer shell of the door, and they made a new 
hole close by the lock on the same side. They 
then tnserted a strong tool, tn the nature of 
apunch, into this hole and knocked offa 
little brass held 
fastenings The 
disposed of, a chisel was introduced 
and a brass sleeve cut half in 
two, allowing a fine tool to be used to push 
the catches back. There being no inside 
door, the burglars lifted out thd tron box 
containing everything worth having that 
had been placed in the safe the night before, 
and made off. They left a brace behind, and 
it was turned ‘over to Detective McGrath, 
whocame from the Four Courts and took 
hold of the case this morning. 

ALSO GOT VALUABLE PAPERS, 

Mr. O. L. Hagan, manager of the house, 
was notified of the theft by the watchman, 
Kelly, about6 o’clock this morning. Keily 
tried the door of the private office about 3 
o’clock and did not see it again until 6, 
when be found it, as well as the door of the 
safe, wideopen. Mr. Hagan said that be- 
sides the money the tron box contained a 
number of valuable papers, including 
those recording the transfer of the theater 
electric plant from Mr. Pope to the present 
management, vouchers, leases, receipts, 
etc., and he was more concerned about these 
than about the money, as their loss might 
cause legal complications. ' 

Ihe safe was an old one and was an easy 
mark forany experienced cracksman. Mr. 
Hagan sent fora locksmith and contracted 
for a new and improved burglar lock to be 
fitted to the safe, which, he is informed, will 
afford him as much protection as safes of 
that type ordinarily do. 9 0

THE EMS HEARD FROM. 


Towed Into Fayel With Her Propeller 
Frame Breken. 


FAYAL, Azore Islands, April2?.—The North 
German Lloyd steamship Ems from Bremen 
on March 17 and from Southampton on 
March 18 tor New York, has been towed here 
by the steamer Wild Flower, Capt. Living- 


stone, from Wilmington, Del., on March 19 
for Blaye, France. The Ems has her propel- 
ler frame broken. . 

The Wild Flower is owned by Alfred stüart 
& Co. and halls from London. She is of 1,745 
tons register. , 

In spite of the proteatetions of the of@sof 
the North German Lloyd that no anxiety was 
felt for the safety of the steamer Ems, there 
was a lively exhibition of interest there when 
a reporter entered with the announcement 
that the vessel had reached Fayal in a dis- 
abled condition. 

The Ems was bullt in 1884 by J. Elder & Co., 
and is an iron steamship of 5,129 gross tons. 
Hercompound engines are capable of de- 
veloping 7,000 horse power. She is schooner- 
rigged and is provided with seven bulkheads. 
Her length is 430.5 feet; she is 47 feet beam 
and her depth of hold is 34.5feet. Her 
saloon passenger list embraces twenty-four 
names, among them Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Dahlgren and Compte del Borghetto. The 
steerage passengers number something over 
a hundred. , 

The probability isthatthe Kaiser Wilhelm 
of the German Lioyds Mediterranean service 
will be ordered to stop at the Azores and pick 
up the passengers of the Ems, The Kaiser 
Wilhelm leaves Italy on Friday and Gib. 
raltar on Monday next, so she will be able to 
reach Fayal by Wednesday. It may be that 
the Columbia of the Hamburg-Americtan 
Line, which is jn the pool with the North 
German Lioyds will be used for the same 
purpose. The Columbia was, according to 
schedule, to leave Gibraltar this morning, 
and there isa chance that the London office 
heard of the Em’s arrival at Fayalin time to 
give instructions to her. It will be necessary 
tosendashipto Fayal with anew rudder 
fram to take the place of the broken one. 

This propellor frame is of steel that fits in 
between the rudder and the hull of the vessel 
and supports the propellor on an axis, which 
runs from one upright to the other. 


TO CARRY THE PASSENGERS. 

HorTA FAYAL, Azore Islands, April 2.—It is 
understood here that the agents of the 
North German Lioyd Steamship Co. have 
instructed Capt. L. Stoermer, who 
is in command of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm II., to call at this port and tranship 
the passengers from the Ems and bring them 
to New York. The Kaiser Wilhelm II. will 
sail from Genoa Aprii5, calling at Gibraltar 
on the 8th, and will probably reach here 
early on the 10th. ‘

His story has been told with as much dra- 
matic effect as was that of Miss Pollard's. 
In nearly every important particular 
Breckinridge’s testimony has gone counter 
to the declarations of the plaintim® Tue on iy 
admission he has made agreeing with Miss 
Pollard’s story is the existence of improper 
relations between them. His testimony 
shows that one of the parties to the suit is 
playing a desperate role, and staking every 
thing fora verdict. The jury will have to 
decide who Is telling the truth. 

Thereis no subsidence of public interest in 
the case. When court opened at 10 o’clock 
this morning, the seats and standing space 
was quickly filled and a crowd of 
several hundred people filled the 
streets before the Court-house, waiting 
to get a sight of the principals as they 
entered the door, Breckinridge looks worn 
and worried, although he talks easily 
and rapidly in answer to his counsel’s 
questions.

To-day he wore a black suit, the coat a cuta- 
way, and the ends of a black shoe-string tie 
fell over his white linen. 

MORE SWEEPING DENIALS.

Mr. Butterworth asked the witness what 
interviews he had with Miss Pollard prior to 
the intérview of the 17th with Maj.

THE DE®ATE BEGINS. 


Senator Voorhees’ Sperch Opening ths 
Tariff Discussion in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 2.—As Chairman 
ofthe Finance Committee Senator Voorhees 
of Indiana opened the debate to-day on the 
tarif bill. He said: 

„MR. PRESIDENT—Great abusesin govern- 
ment, strong by the sanction and growth of 
years, embedded in the powerful interests of 
privileged classes, created, fostered, encour- 
aged and protected by the laws themselves, 


have rarely, if ever in any age, been prompt- 
ly and totally eradicated, except by forcible 
revolution and bloodshed, Such is the con- 
current and unbroken testimony of 
history. The spirit of peaceful 
and practical reform on the otner hand 
is a reasoning and progressive spirit, 
moving forward, step dy step, no matter 
how radical and thorough its ends and aims 
may be, and overcoming the most gigantic 
evils with patient wisdom and courage 
rather than by violent and wholesale assait. 
The protective system of tariff taxation as 
developed and fastened upon the business 
and labor of the American, especially during 
the third of a century past, growing worse 
at every stage, isa systemof indescribable 
injustice and oppression;and yet who will 
contend that all its vicious principles and 
workings, ramified as they are through every 
branch of trade and commerce, 
can be annihilated single 
blow or totally out 
by a single legislative enactment? For the 
bill now under consideration no such claim is 
made, butin its behalf it can be truthfully 
asserted and will De successfully maintained 
that it accomplisbes a vast work in the field 
of tariff reform, embodies a great relief to 
the people from iniquitous existing burdens, 
and constitutes a lung stride, though not a 
final one, toward the approaching day of a 
full and perfect deliveraoce. 

“Sir, Ichallenge the attention of the Sen- 
ate and the country to the great and com- 
mandaing fact that by the provisions of this 
bili, the seeming paradox of a reduction of 
taxesand atthe same time an increase of 

ublic revenues will be reconciled when it 

comes a law. I will not stop to consider at 
this point the past individual robberies com- 
mitted in protected markets, the untold and 
incalculable miliioas of biackmalil levied by 
American manufacturers for their own pock- 
ets on their enforced customers when cat off 
from all outside competition; it is enough for 
my present purpose to say that we have 
liberalized American markets, made them 
more accessible tothe traffic of the world, 
and while not establishing free trade, we 
have made the trade freer and more even- 
handed between the manufacturer and the 
consumer. But over and above and beyond 
this wide and well-known field of extortion 
and injustice, it will be found from the 
scheduies ofthis bill that tariff taxes now 
officially ascertained and paid under exist- 
ing law on the wants, necessities 
and daily consumption of the labor 
ing men, women and children of 
the United States, have been reduced 
more than $76,000,000 perannum. These re- 
ductions areas follows: On chemicals, 31, 
000,000; on pottery, $1,900,000; on glass, $!,- 
500, 000; on metals, $12,600,000; on wood, 3300, 
000; on tobacco, $8,300,000; on agricultural 
products, $8,300,000; on spirits, wines, etc., 
$1,500,000; on cotton manufactures, $3,450,- 
000; on fax, hemp and jute manufactures, 
$6,000,000; on woolen manufactures, $23, - 
500,000; on silk manufactures, 33.500, 000; 
on paper and pulp, $300,000; on sundries, $2,- 
450,000; transferred to the free list, $12,170,000. 
Total, $76,670, 000. 

To this must be added the further impos-

**Faults and imperfections can, of course, 
be alleged and pointed out; concessions are

In turning to another subject, on which 
much ignorant and some malevolent criti- 
cism has expended itself, my task is easy 
and the way smooth. In securing a sufficient 
reventie for the support of the Government 
with as light a tax as possible on the neces- 
saries Of life, I have at all times earnestly 
favored an increased tax on whisky. I 
would be glad to-day if the pending bill pro- 
vided for a tax of $1.20 per gallon, 
instead of $1.10 as it does. Revenue 
raised from distilled spirits, the 
purchase and consumption of which is 
never a necessity of fe, is a deep gratifica- 
tion to me, and the fact that the twenty 
millions of the surplus accruing under this 
bull will be furnished by the tax on whisky is 
a genuine joy to my mind. My sincere re- 
grot is that more money for the Government 
was not obtained from the same source and 
consequently less from other sources of a 
different character. I have no hesita- 
tion in declaring, upheld as I am by 
the Secretary of the Treasury and by 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, who 
have both recommended every step taken on 
this subject, that one of the wisest, safest, 
most useful and necessary provisions in the 

nding bill is that increasing the tax on dis- 

illed spirits and granting an extension of 
the time they may remain in bond without 
being Griven out of the country. 

Speaking of the proposed income tax, 
which he warmly upholds, Mr. Voorhees 
said: **The proposition contained in the 
pending bill to levy a tax of 2 per cent on all 
net incomes of corporations and of in- 
Gividuals in excess of $4,000 per annum, 
is s0 just and equitable towards the 
hard-working tax-payers of meager re- 
sources throughout the entire country 
that not a word in its defense or 
explanation would seem necessary here or 
anywhere else. But the narrow and corrod- 
ing seifiskness of riches has been aroused dy 
this simple measure of justice into fierce re- 
Sentment ana digsent. We hear on all hands 
the dictatorial voice of individuai and cor- 

rate wealth demanding that it shall not be 

isturbed by the slighest touch of the tax- 
gatherer, whatever may be the demands of 
the Government or the oppression of toiling 
masses. 

For no earthly consideration would I 
paint an unjust oroverwrought picture of 
the dangerous pretensions and intolerable 
arrogance of accumulated wealth now mani- 
fest in this country; but speaking in the fear 
of my Maker I devoutly believe that the limit 
of endurance has been reached; that the 
time has come for a test to be made bet ween 
the power of hoarded money and the power 
of productive labor; that the people from 
this time forward, more than ever before, 
will organize and take rapid and heroic 
measures against the continued and brutal 
dictation of the plutocracy, against the para- 
mount influence of wealth, against the rule 
and supremacy of the rich in shaping the 
financial policy of this Government in their 
own interests. 

Referring to the wool schedule he sald: ‘‘If 
I Delleved woolonthe free list would hurt 
the farmer I would not vote for the pending 
bill. It is a matter of actual demonstration, 
however, which has been often made, that 
free wool, aecompaniead by such reduced 
rates as can then be placed on manufactures 
of wool and which are placed on them in 
this bill, is one ofthe greatest biessings that 
can befall the farmer. If the 
farmer should get an increased 
price for his wool by reason ofa tariff for its 
protection, he Will pay it all out, and mach 
more, to the manufacturer as a duty on 
woolen goods when he next buys a flannel 
shirt, an overcoat, or a pair of trousers,“ 

Mr. Voorhees concluded as follows: ‘‘When 
the day shall dawn in which the farmer, 
the mechanic and the wage-worker 
shallalike have the right and the privilege 
to go into the open, liberated markets of the 
land and buy where their hard-earned money 
will buy most for their wants, with none to 
molest, to assess, to levy, to take toll or to 
tax, then indeed will the millennium of labor 
have come and all the sons and daughters of

Letter Carriers’ Uniforms. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—Objections have 
been raised by letter carriers in several 
cities tothe requirements ofthe Post-office 
Department concerning the purchase of car- 
riers’ uniforms, although no formal protest 
has been made. First Assistant Postmaster - 
General Jones, in s king of the matter to, 
day, said: ‘*No rule respecting the carriers 
or substitutes’ uniforms has been changed. 
The purchase of these suits rests with 
the carrier and stmaster as provided in 
sec. 613 of the — al laws and regulations. 
This provides for an inspection of uniforms 
every six months by the postmaster, and 
that no postmaster shall require a new suit 
or any article of it to be purchased when that 
in use is it reasonably good condition, When 
proper he may require any carrier to pur- 
chase a new uniform or part of one, and the 
carrier must appear as neat and tidy as the 
service will permit.

THE SOUTH can RIOTS. 


Gov. Tillman is a Mining ornament of 
society in contrast with some of the citi- 
zens of South Carolina, who regard him’ 
with contempt and assume to represent the 
best elements of the State. 

The Governor may truthfully be charged 
with lack of tact and discretion, but 
whatever his faults and the blunders of 
his party, his course with regard to the 
dispensary riots has been marked by manly, 
courage {and fidelity to his trust. Heis 
bound to enforce- the law as it 
stands in the statute book. He is 
bound to protect the law officers and to 
put down violence and disorder. He must 
exhaust alk the resources ef the Govern- 
ment to uphold the law and maintain 
peace.

JUST AND UNJUST DEBTS. 

The plain talk of Judge Caldwell, ad- 
dressed to the receivers of the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad, will serve as a platform or 
labor organizations when they fight 
against reductions of wages. 

The chiefs of these societies have seemed 
not to understand the real strength of 
their position, if indeed they have realized 
the issue. Judge Caldwell has made it so 
plain that infuture when difficulties be- 
tween railway and other corporations and 
their employes arise, it will be very easy 
to ascertain whether the wages offered are 
just and reasonable in the circumstances. 

A plea that the corporation cannot afford 
to pay the scale demanded by the men is 
reasonable if & can be shown that no part | 
of the income is employed for the sere’ | 
of dividends on watered stock or interest 
on a fiat debt created in the course of 
speculation, wrecking, or financial manip- 
ulation. It is neither reasonable 
nor just to deprive the men of 
a decent wage in order to 
keep up the payments on obligations for 
which no equivalent has been received. 

ut this is exactly what the receivers of 

he Union Pacific wanttodo. It is what 
the receivers of the Northern Pacific, the 
Erie, the Sante Fe and several other roads 
have done under the protection and with 
the sanction of the tederal courts. In ef- 
teot it is the repudiation of a just and 
honorable debt in favor of one unjust, dis- 
honoréble and often criminal. 

With few exceptions, however, these 
obligations were sanctioned by the law. 
Legislatures, in obedience to a short- 
sighted public sentiment, haye permitted 
and in some cases expressly authorized 
these drafts upon the industry of the com- 
munity, and there is nothing fof it but to 
recognize and honor them when presented 
for payment. At the last session of the Mis-

This issue involyes more than the mere 
question of damages resulting from the 
improper construction of the bridge. It 
involves more than a mere violation 
of ai city ordinance. Either of 
these wrongful acts should be op- 
posed with all the power of the 
city and with all the available authority ot 
the law. To have the city mulcted in 
damages for the willful violation of one of 
its ordinances by a corporation which it 
has greatly favored would be a combina- 
ation of injustice with dishonorable in- 
jury. 

But the corporation’s conduct involves a 
question of still greater scope and im- 
portance, viz.: Has the city any rights 
which corporations holding pub- 
lic franchises are bound to re- 
spect? Franchises to use the streets 
have hitherto been regarded as conferring 
unlimited license upon those fortunate 
enough to obtain them. No respect has 
been paid to the rights of citizens, the 
rights of the municipality, the provisions 
of the franchises or the laws of the city or 
State. 

That sort of public outrage eile be 
stopped, and having made the issue with 
a franchise-owning corporation, the 
present administration cannot honorably 
drop it until the rights of the city are vin- 
dicated.

This did not suit the English 
security-holders of Cefitral Pacific, and they 
protested, the result being the resignations 
announced yesterday of O. P. Huntington, 
H. E. Huntington, C. W. Crocker and 8. T. 
Gage from the Central Pacific 2 

The situation has been further complicated 
by the action of one of the younger Crock- 
ers, who has insisted that the Orocker es- 
tate take an aggressive part against Hunt- 
ington. Young Crocker has joined Mrs. 
Stanford, and, under the advice of counsel, 
has brought such pressure to bear that the 
representative of that estate, Charies F. 
Crocker, has been compelled to take a firm 
and decided stand similar to that assumed 
by Mrs. Stanford. 

Huntington has been unable to make any 
progress against this combination, and they 
have declided to discuss the matter without 
the presence of the representatives of all 
four interests in the improvement company. 
Croeker made a fiying trip to New York a 
few days ago, and, it is said, found out the 
true nature of Huntington’ s transactions 
with securities of the improvement compa- 
ny.

Since his de- 
parture the PosT-DISPATCH correspondent 
has learned some of the details of the dis- 
cussion at those conferences, and some ob- 
servations about the contest over the party 
reorganization in New York show that the 
plans under consideration have an important 
bearing on the next national campaign, and 
are of official interest to the West and South. 

Gen. Benjamin F. Tracey is to be groomed 
for the race for Governor of New York. If 
the battle is won, and by a majority large 
enough to attract national attention and 
furce that issue into commanding national 
recognition, Gen. Tracey is then to become 
New York’s candidate for the presidency, 
the assumption being that with New York at 
his back in the East and the personal good 
will of the Harrison people to encourage 
him in the West he would loom up large in 
the nationalconvention. Bat, if this move- 
ment should fall, then the Tracey delega- 
tion from New York is to go over to Harrison 
and assist in making the ex-President the 
party’s standard-bearer. The strong per- 
sonal attachment existing between Har- 
rison and Tracey is quotedas evidence that 
the arrangement described will not fail of 
success because of any hitch on the part of 
the principals. 

The Platt people in New York are op- 
posed to Harrison and therefore opposed to 
this Tracey programme. They are recom- 
mended tothe sympathies of their brethren 
in the South and West by the statement 
made for them that their aim is to get the 
control of New York State and prepare the 
way for a long lease of Jocal Republican 
power. Their candidate for Governoris not 
to be a presidential quantity in embryo. 
They will cross that bridge when they come 
to it. It is eonfessed for them, however, 
that they do not like Harrison and they are 
slkely to be found when the time comes sup- 
porting any other candidate in preference to 


him. But for the present they are attending 
to their home affairs, leaving the Reed boom 
in upper New England and the McKinley 
boom in the Middle States to flourish or lan- 
guish without action of any kind on thelr 
part.
